Contrary to all expectation, they were t lerably well re- 
ceived by the Beys here. One of them had recommendatory 
iéters from Admiral Hughes, and the Nabob of Arcott, to 
the Bafhaw here ; but jatt when he was going to deliver thele 
letters, the day his after arrival, he was arrefted and fentto the 
caftle, bur was fet at liberty in a couple of days, by thé media- 
tion of the Beys here, on condition that lic would go to Con- 
ftantipople with an officer of the Bafbaw's. ‘I'nis will be an op- 
portunity by which the Englifh will try whether they can ob- 
vain permithon to fend, ai lealt, a packet by the way of Suez. 
This gentleman had fcarcely left Alexandria, when the Bathaw 
was depofed by the Beys.—In the mean time, a quarrel arofe 
becween the Arabs aud the frigates and the bomb ketch.
